event. Some of the betting sheds denizens 
chose to “duck” the second race and use the 
time to acc .modate their Derby customers. 
The Parader was always favorite. The eastern 
contingent split on him and Bonnibert, the 
steady socor:d choice. The Sadie 8. party sent 
more money after that already bet on her and 
forced dovm her price. The Schorr’s bat on 
Silverdale and the western sharpshooters held 
the prices on Terminus and His Eminence 
steady. Six Shooter’s support came from the 
Kentncky folks. It was not light in volume 
either. 

The story of the race for the Derby, worth 
$24,5 75, and $19,575 not to the winner, is soon 
told. The eastern colts, generally believed to 
outclass the weetorii brigade, did not. The sec- 
tional clamor of the vociferous and claimful 
east drowned the senes of the west and painted 
a false and costly pictnre. The field was re- 
duced to ton when the timber marred in prep- 
aration was cleared away. Four of the carded 
horses did not go to the post. They wore Lady 
Schorr, who bad fallen into lameness through 
her too sharp preparation; Brntal, who was nut 
nearly fit; Jiminez, who was not good enough 
for the Derby, bat wae fur the opening condition 
race, and Lady Strathmore, who hardly seemed 
to be proper for such compacy and snch a task. 

Thera were but ten minntes spent at the post. 
Then Mr. Dwyer got the horses away in fine 
alignment. Once in racing action, aronnd the 
tarn and into the stretch, a Quarter of a mile 
ont, Robert Waddell was in front well in Ball- 
man’s bands. He bad got away comfortably in 
eighth place, bat on his stride and had moved 
throngb bi.s horses. Bat The Parader was rank 
and raced past the leader as they passed the 
etand. Nearly two lengths of daylight were 
between the bnncb behind, led by Silverdale. 
Bonnibert, Sadie S. and Terminns. lapped in a 
bright group. To and around the club-bonse 
turn The Parader— rank of speed still— 
drew out and away, and be was well 
clear of the others and running strong throngh 
the backstretch and to the half mile ground. 
Robert Waddell, going easily, was two len^hs 
before the others and Terminus was jnst clear 
of the fast moving Six Shooter, who was 
clear of Bonnibert and Sadie S. The lat- 
ter was done going to the turn and 
Bonnibert took her place. Aronnd the tarn 
Bnllman began his move on Robert Waddell 
and as the horeee passed the three-cjnarter 
post— a mile and a quarter out— the Bradley 
gelding’s head was at the busy Piggott’s side 
and the race was over. On call Robert Wad- 
dell raced past the tiring favorite and, com- 
ing on, won in bandy fashion by a half length 
of clear daylight, ridden ont for safety’s sake. 
Terminus- coming through the stretch strong 
and trne nnder Master Cobnrn— caught and beat 
The Parader, who was fast tiring, and was sec- 
ond, jnst clear of him._ Then came Bonnibert, 
who conld never get into the sham action of 
contention, and His Eminence, as dnll a figure 
in the race as Bonnibert. Sannazaro, who ran 
honestly for what he conld do, came next before 
the flashy but nnreasonably backed Sadie S., 
leading Bean Gallant, who ran to his 1901 form, 
Silverdale who didn’t, and Six Shooter who ran 
a good mile and stopped. It wae a high class 
race, won in a high class way by the beet horse. 

The other races generally went to the beet 
and fastest horses. The Derby record wae 
broken and in the fifth race. Endurance by 
Bight, the favorite and a high-class filly, dis- 
placed the four and a half fnrlong record of 
Kentucky Colonel, 544 second, by winning in
